Same-sex couples 
get married in Iowa 
happily— and lawfully

DES MOINES The first same-sex couples tied the 
knot in Iowa on Monday as the controversial 
issue of gay marriage moved to the nation’s 
heartland. 

Melisa Keeton and Shelley Wolfe were 
declared “legally married” by Pastor Peg 
Esperanaza during a ceremony in front of the 
Polk County administrative offices in Des 
Moines. It didn’t take long before they were 
referring to one another as “wife.” 

“It’s not very romantic is it?” Melisa Keeton 
joked, referring to the location of the ceremo- 
ny and the media attention. The couple was 
allowed to wed after getting a judge to waive 
the state’s three-day waiting period before mar- 
riages are deemed valid. 

The couple, who will share the last name 
Keeton, believed they were the first same-sex 
couple married in Polk County, and possibly the 
state, since the April 3 Iowa Supreme Court rul- 
ing that legalized gay marriage. The ruling made 
Iowa the third state to allow same-sex marriage, 
joining Massachusetts and Connecticut. 

“I didn’t think it would be us,” said Shelley 
Keeton, whose twin brother served as one of 
the couple’s witnesses. 

First in line at the Polk County office were 
Grant Lan, 35, and Andrew Mahoney-Lan, 32. 
The Windsor Heights couple also planned 
to seek a waiver that would let them marry 
Monday 

“It’s huge to be here first,” Mahoney-Lan 
said. 

Officials said the Polk County recorder’s 
office had received 57 marriage applications 
from same-sex couples by 11:30 a.m. 

A handful of Iowa’s largest counties saw an 
initial rush, but foot traffic from same-sex cou- 
ples began to slow toward midmorning. 


AT A GLANCE 

The state Supreme Court’s unanimous and 
emphatic decision earlier this month made 
Iowa the third state-and first in the nation’s 
heartland-to allow same-sex marriage. 
Massachusetts and Connecticut allow gay 
couples to marry, and a Vermont law allowing 
gay marriage will take effect in September. 

Some judges refused to issue waivers to same- 
sex couples. 

In Cerro Gordo County, District Court 
Judge Colleen Weiland said she was presented 


with two applications from same-sex couples 
and denied them both. 

“Some judges, frankly, interpret it a lot more 
leniently than I do,” she said of the law on 
waivers. “The ones that were presented this 
morning I didn’t believe to be an emergency or 
extraordinary circumstance.” 

Some conservative groups and lawmakers 
were accused of trying to recruit recorders to 
refuse the licenses. 

State agencies sent out information to 
recorders statewide last week saying they could 
be removed from their positions if they didn’t 
follow the law and issue the licenses.

GM to cut 21,000 jobs, phase out Pontiac

DETROIT General Motors could be majority 
owned by the federal government under a mas- 
sive restructuring plan laid out Monday that 
will cut 21,000 U.S. factory jobs by next year 
and phase out the storied Pontiac brand. 

The plan, which includes an offer to swap 
roughly $27 billion in bond debt for GM stock, 
would leave current shareholders holding just 


I percent of the century-old company, which 
is fighting for its life in the worst auto sales cli- 
mate in 27 years. 

The company said it would phase out its sto- 
ried Pontiac brand no later than next year, and 
the futures of Hummer, Saturn and Saab will 
be resolved by the end of this year by either 
selling them or phasing them out. 

For Pontiac, the decision means the death of 


a brand known for its muscle cars including the 
Trans Am and the GTO. CEO Fritz Henderson 
said in a news conference that the company was 
spread too thin to make Pontiac work. 

“We didn’t think we had the resources to 
get this done from a product perspective,” or 
marketing, he said. He said the decision was 
very tough for many at GM because of the 
83 -year-old brand’s heritage.

Riders strike out 
on game days 

You'd think it would be difficult to stand out on a Red Line train 
packed with rambunctious Cubs fans on their way to Wrigley Field, 
But Jason Pierce of the South Loop stood out by sitting quietly 
with his dad on a recent day He wouldn’t have attracted much atten- 
tion if he wasn’t wearing a baby-blue Cardinals shirt and abstaining 
from the revelry 

“It’s comical hearing them brag about their team,” said Pierce, 24, 
nodding to the Cubs fans clad in blue sweat shirts. 

But comedy quickly turns to frustration when Pierce misses a Red 
Line train to work because the train is full of game-day fans — or, if 
he does fit on the train, when he can’t enjoy a peaceful ride, 

“When they’re wasted and acting ridiculous ,„ it’s annoying,” 
Pierce said. 

It may be a sports utopia in Chicago now that the Cubs and Sox 
have started their seasons and the Bulls and Blackhawks are in the 
playoffs, but it’s no Shangri-La on the trains. Riders complained to 
“Going Public” of crammed buses and trains and drunken fans who 
argue and litter, 

CTA spokeswoman Wanda Taylor said the CTA “cannot with cer- 
tainty relate specific complaints to fans,” but in regards to concerns 
about service, the CTA tries to accommodate the surge in riders on 
game days. 

The No, 154-Wrigley Field Express operates for Cubs weekend 
and night games, and the No, 19 -United Center Express serves Bulls 
and Blackhawks home games, Taylor said the frequency of trains and 
buses varies based on the event. 

On Cubs and Sox game days, the Red Line usually sees at least 
a 90 percent increase in ridership, according to a “Going Public” 
analysis of CTA numbers. The Addison station typically saw about 
8,000 more rides on a weekday game day versus a non-game day last 
year, according to CTA numbers, while the Sox-35th Street station 
saw an increase of about 3,600 rides on a weekday game day 
Because the United Center Express runs only for Bulls and 
Blackhawks games and United Center events, Taylor said there’s no 
daily ridership data to compare. But people who regularly use trans- 
portation near the United Center say there’s a noticeable increase in 
ridership on game days, 

Rashard McGee and Alicia Johnson say they try to avoid the 
No, 20 -Madison Street bus, which stops at the arena, when the Bulls 
or the Blackhawks play at home, 

Johnson, 20, said the fans typically are loud and drunk, calling 
Bulls fans the worst offenders, McGee, 21, said Blackhawks fans are 
the rowdiest but noted that after any game, there’s always a crowd 
on the bus and more garbage on the floor, 

“It’s a much smoother ride when they’re not on there,” said 
McGee, who lives in the Near West Side, “But it’s always interesting. 
You always go home with a story”

Think you have what it takes?

“The following takes place between ii a.m. and 12 p.m.”— Jack

There was no talk of terrorist plots or covert missions or 
biological warfare.

No, when Chicago FBI Special Agent Jane Higgins 
addressed the men and women interested in applying to be 
FBI agents at a job fair at Navy Pier earlier this month, she 
didn’t discuss the type of FBI work typically portrayed in 
the movies and on TV. Instead, she spoke of paperwork and 
computer skills and language fluency.

Tips from 
the field 

The Chicago FBI office, at Damen 
Avenue and Roosevelt Road, is one 
of 56 U.S. field offices and one of two 
field offices in Illinois (the other is in 
Springfield). The FBI also has satel- 
lite offices at Midway and O’Hare and 
in Rockford, Orland Park, Lisle and 
Rolling Meadows. 

A training facility in North Chicago 
is set to reopen May 12 after the FBI 
addressed safety issues following a 
lawsuit last year that claimed bullet 
and bullet fragments fired at the 
facility were polluting Lake Michigan, 
FBI spokesman Ross Rice said. 

The Chicago FBI office has about 
900 employees, including 450 agents. 
Rice said. 

For advice on becoming an FBI 
agent, RedEye turned to Chicago 
FBI Special Agent Garrett Croon, 
35, who works in the violent crime 
division analyzing bank robberies, and 
Chicago FBI Special Agent Maureen 
Schutz, 34, who specializes in public 
corruption cases. Croon and Schutz 
each worked at the FBI for a few years 
as support staff before applying to be 
agents. They trained together at the 
FBI Quantico, Va., facility about six 
years ago. tracyswartz 

M HE SAID: 

Potential FBI candidates 
should be in shape. Every day 
do a ton of push-ups, sit-ups, pull-ups, 
and run until you can’t run anymore. 
Work out like Rocky Balboa in ‘Rocky III,’ 
when Rocky tries to get back in shape 
to fight Clubber Lang. Get yourself an 
Apollo Creed (trainer) to yell at you and 
get you motivated. I used to listen to 
‘Eye of the Tiger’ all the time on my iPod. 
It worked for me.”

M SHE SAID: 

Stay out of trouble, stay in 
school, and get good grades. 
Your high school and college records 
matter. ... Stay away from drugs and 
alcohol (a good idea in general). Get 
fit. Once you make it past the initial 
application process, you will have to 
prove that you are capable of handling 
the physical stresses of the job, so get 
in shape (again, a good idea in general). 
Understand that the job is not as 
glamorous as popular media have you 
believe.”

Nevertheless, Higgins left the recruiting 
event with a stack of resumes. Overall, the 
Chicago FBI office has seen a recent rise in 
the number of agent applications thanks to a 
January and February recruiting push by the 
FBI, and it will continue collecting applica- 
tions year-round, FBI spokesman Ross Rice 
said. 

The Chicago office has collected 2,000 
applications in the last six months compared 
with 1,200 applications recorded between 
October 2007 and September 2008. 
Typically, 40 to 45 agents are accepted from 
the Chicago batch of applications annually, 
Higgins said. 

Think you have what it takes to be an FBI 
agent? The FBI isn’t necessarily looking for 
Bauer-esque heroes who can interrogate 
spies without saying a word (Bauer is working 
with the FBI this season on the show), but 
the Bureau does have stringent requirements 
about a candidate’s background, physical 
abilities and work experience. 

To qualify for a slot as an agent, candidates 
must have a bachelor’s degree and three years 
of work experience. Many agents previously

have had careers as accountants, engineers 
or military personnel, Higgins said. 

Applicants also must pass a physical 
fitness test, a written exam, a medical test, a 
polygraph test and a background check. An 
interview and a writing sample is required. 
Higgins said the application process takes 
about a year, and once an applicant is 


accepted, he or she must spend five months 
training at the FBI facility in Quantico, Va. 
New agents typically are then assigned to 
one of 56 U.S. field offices. 

“'You have to be open to relocation,” 
Higgins stressed to the audience at the Navy 
Pier recruiting event. 

Gregory Love of Forest Park, a member 
of the audience, said relocation wouldn’t be 
a problem for him, adding that the other 
requirements for potential agents, though 
strict, seemed fair. 

“They just want to make sure they don’t 
get someone who’s going to put the FBI in a 
bad light,” said Love, 35, a former U.S. Marine 
who is interested in parlaying his Marine 
Corps training into an FBI field operations 
position. “I believe they’re getting an overall 
quality employee.” 

To give you a taste for what the application 
process is like, RedEye has compiled sample 
test questions and background check no-nos 
and broken down the scoring mechanism for 
the physical test. In the immortal words of 
Jack Bauer, you’re going to have to trust us.

The toughest test for applicants 
to pass might be the one about 
their pasts. The FBI requires all 
personnel, including interns, to pass a 
background check. 

Candidates fill out background 
investigation forms and must submit 
to a drug exam and a polygraph test 
that checks the truthfulness of their 
responses against the background 
forms. The FBI performs credit and 
police record checks on the applicants 
as part of its extensive records 
search. Investigators typically also 
interview current and past colleagues, 
neighbors and friends.

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Experts 
warn against 
drug misuse 


Pharmacies are bracing for an increased 
demand for anti-viral medications even 
as health officials warned that the drugs, 
designed for treating and preventing influ- 
enza, should be used judiciously 

Two of the four anti-viral drugs in pro- 
duction, Tamiflu (oseltamivir) and Relenza 
(zanamivir), appear to be effective against 
the strain of swine flu circulating in the 
U.S. On Sunday, U.S. Homeland Security 
Secretary Janet Napolitano announced 
that the government would release 25 per- 
cent of its emergency stockpiles — about 12 
million doses— of Tamiflu and Relenza to 
various states in case they were needed. 

But indiscriminate use might limit their 
effectiveness. 

“There is a danger in using these drugs 
in away that encourages the development 
of drug-resistant viruses,” said Dr. Anne 
Moscona, an infectious diseases specialist 
at Weill Cornell Medical Center in New 
York. 

Vaccination is the best approach to 
curbing a viral outbreak. But it would 
take six months to create a swine flu vac- 
cine, according to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. Thus, anti-virals 
are used to try to curb transmission in the 
early days of an outbreak, losangeles times

SWINE VIRUS HASN’T

BUT CONCERN HAS

As the scope of the spreading swine flu 
virus broadened to several more countries 
Monday— with nearly 150 suspected deaths 
in Mexico— Chicago-area officials struggled 
to warn area residents about the health scare 
without stirring widespread panic. 

“We’re trying to walk the line between 
reacting and overreacting,” said Tom 
Hernandez, spokesman for the Plainfield 
Community Consolidated School District 
202 in Will County, one of several school dis- 
tricts that spent Monday notifying parents 
about the potential risks. 

While there have been no reported cases 
in Illinois, concerns over the potential arrival 
of the virus rippled through the Chicago 
region Monday, particularly in predominantly 
Mexican neighborhoods with residents who 
travel regularly to and from Mexico. 

Liliana Aguilar said she raced to the Alivio 
Medical Center in fear when her daughter 
Cynthia, ii, woke up Monday with a fever 
and rash covering her face after a weekend of 
vomiting. 


Inside the Southwest Side clinic, a doctor 
examined Cynthia and questioned Aguilar 
about recent travel and other risks for expo- 
sure before he elected against a $143 swine flu 
test reserved for more probable cases. 

As patients arrived at health clinics and 
hospitals with symptoms of anything from 
the common cold to whatever other flu strains 
were still lurking at the tail end of flu season, 
such judgement calls are necessary, said Dr. 
Abdul Bhurgri, medical director at Alivio. 

“If there is a high likelihood that there 
would be swine flu, with some corroborat- 
ing history to support that suspicion, then 
of course we would send for testing,” Bhurgri 
said. “But that test is $143 a pop. We’ve been 
wrestling this question: How many should we 
test? Do we test?” 

Tet, with scores more unconfirmed cases 
trickling in around the world Monday, 
Chicago-area schools and health facilities 
have nonetheless braced themselves for a 
potential swine flu pandemic, officials said. 

“We are already on top of that,” said Mayor 
Daley telling reporters at an unrelated news 


conference that school and health officials have 
been in constant contact with federal agencies 
monitoring the problem. There were no plans 
Monday to close Chicago-area schools. 

U.S. officials urged Americans to avoid 
unnecessary travel to Mexico. 

At Cook County’s Stroger Hospital, 
patients with flu-like symptoms were placed 
in airborne isolation until they could be 
tested, with those attending to them wearing 
masks and other protective gear, said hospital 
spokesman Marcel Bright. 

Good hygiene was the lesson of the day 
inside Dominguez Elementary School in 
Little Village. Students were told to wash 
their hands regularly, said principal Carmen 
Malave. 

With 90 percent of the school’s 700 stu- 
dents either Mexican immigrants or Mexican- 
American, teachers are asking parents if their 
families have traveled to Mexico during the 
past two weeks and are monitoring potential 
flu symptoms, Malave said. 

“They’ll follow up with a phone call to make 
sure everyone is OK at home,” she said.

Lakef ront’s tire guy 
reaches North Pole 


Chicagoans who saw or heard about the man 
dragging heavy tires along the Chicago lakefront 
to condition himself for a polar expedition may 
want to know the training apparently paid off 
John Huston and his travel partner are believed 
to be the first Americans to ski to the North 
Pole, unsupported and self-powered. 

“It was very dream-like to arrive at the North 
Pole after sleeping only 3 hours of the last 66 
{hours],” Huston said tiredly by phone from 
Oslo.

The two veteran Arctic travelers braved fierce 
winds, subzero temperatures and deteriorating 
sea ice conditions toward the end of the 54-day 
journey 

The pair received no additional food, fuel or 
supplies after the expedition started. 

The expedition, which took three years of 
planning, came with a few surprises, Huston said. 
Though he and Fish ate 8,000 calories per day 
to keep their bodies warm and provide adequate 
fuel to ski about 12 hours each day, Huston said 
he probably could have eaten double that. 

He also was shocked at how well the body 
could adapt to the cold, especially earlier in the 
expedition when he was 30 pounds heavier.

The window factory was the first 
of Biden’s two public events during 
his stop in Chicago. He later was 
the keynote speaker at the annual 
Richard J. Daley Urban Forum at the 
University of Illinois at Chicago.

Little Village 

Best bet for: Tacos ($1-$2) and aguas 
frescas ($1-$3). Little Village, or La Villita 
as it’s known locally, bursts with Mexican 
treats, from bags of ch/charrones de 
harina (fried flour wheel-shaped snacks, 
$1.50) to rare goodies such as torta 
ahogada estilo Guadalajara (French-style 
hoagie piled with carnitas and dunked 
in salsa, $3.50). The biggest variety is in 
tacos: de canasta (filled with potatoes 
or meat, then steamed), de lengua 
(beef tongue), dorados (corn tortillas 
stuffed with chorizo or potatoes, folded, 
then fried) and more. Wash ’em down 
with refreshing, chilled aguas frescas 
(flavored waters made from mixing 
sugar and the water from steeped, 
strained fruit) in an array of flavors such 
as tamarind and watermelon. 

Hot spot: Along 26th Street between 
California and Homan Avenues. The 
corner of 26th Street and Spaulding 
Avenue is a taco mecca, with vendors at 
all corners. 


Logan Square 

Best bet for: Tamales (75 cents-$1) 
and ato/e ($1-$3). Vendors here 
rock when It comes to heartier 
fare like earthy tamales (masa, or 
corn dough, filled with meats or 
fruits and steamed in a corn husk) 
and ato/e, a thick drink made from 
masa, water and sugar and often 
flavored with corn, beans or rice, 
though there are dozens of possible 
variations. Choose between 
chicken or pork tamales (such as 
the mild, red guajillo-pepper style 
or the spicy raja, with cheese and 
a slice of jalapeno) and sweet, 
cinnamony pink ones packed with 
raisins, pineapple or strawberries. 
Hot spot: Try Milwaukee Avenue 
between California Avenue and 
Rockwell Street or Palmer Square 
(Humboldt and Palmer Boulevards) 
for the elusive blue and maroon 
vendor vans that have lit up local 
food blogs for years. 


Uptown and 
Rogers Park 

Best bet for: Paletas ($1-$1.50). 
What they say about it being 
cooler by the lake is right. Lakeside 
neighborhoods offer chilled 
pa/efas (fresh fruit and milk-based 
popsicles) in abundance. Traveling 
vendors dole them out from 
insulated carts in popular flavors 
such as icy mango, strawberry and 
watermelon (with real fruit chunks), 
and milkier varieties like rice, 
coconut and even arroz con /ec/ie 
(rice pudding). 

Hot spot: Though it’s technically 
illegal to sell in parks and many 
paleteros sell along Broadway and 
Clark Street, some risk-takers go 
east of Lake Shore Drive to the park 
between Montrose and Lawrence 
Avenues where several soccer 
fields, picnicking families and 
Wilson Skate Park thrashers ensure 
brisk sales. 


Humboldt Park 

Best bet for: Puerto Rican frituras. 
Chicago is dominated by Mexican 
and Central American street foods, 
but in Humboldt Park, Boricua 
breaks the rule with frituras 
(literally, “fried foods ”). These 
savory morsels are finger foods that 
range from platano maduro (fried 
sweet plantain, $1) and pastelillos 
(ground beef- or potato-filled 
empanadas, $1.25) to piononos 
(fried plantain wrapped around 
spicy ground beef, $2). They’re so 
cheap, you can buy a solid spread 
for a picnic for less than $10. 

Hot spot: The freshest frituras 
hail from the La Esquina del Sabor 
van, a white lunch truck with a pig 
painted on its side (Humboldt Drive 
and North Avenue, inside Humboldt 
Park). The van runs on a generator, 
so eats are deep fried on the spot.

The 23-year-old rhymer grew 
up in the middle-class com- 
munity of Morrisville, Pa, His 
hip-hop calling card is “I Love 
College,” an ode to higher-edu- 
cation hedonism born of his 
experiences while sort-of study- 
ing to be an elementary-school teacher at Wfest 
Chester University 

That song, which Roth calls “satire at its 


finest,” has sold nearly a million 
copies since its release in January, 
and been streamed more than 
36 million times on his MySpace 
page. 

And there’s another thing that 
sets Asher Roth apart: He’s white. 
That would seem to stack the odds 
heavily against him, 

“For successful white rappers 
in the mainstream, the reference 
points are Slim and none,” said 
Roth, who’s scheduled to perform 
at Lollapalooza in Grant Park this 
August and is appearing Tuesday 
night on ABC’s “Jimmy Kimmel Live,” 

Slim Shady, a,k,a, Eminem, and the Be as tie 
Boys paved the way for white rappers. Roth has 


been compared with Eminem — so much so that 
he rhymes about it in ‘As I Em,” because “it’s 
impossible rejecting an elephant in the room,” 

In his songs, Roth goofs around about his 
reverse minority status, “Echaim, that’s more 
like it / But what do I know? I’m just a white 
kid,” he rhymes in “Roth Boys,” his playful 
version of Jay-Z’s hit “Roc Boys,” In the music 
video, the rapper “with hair like a Troll doll” 
rides around on a bicycle, his helmet snapped 
on tightly 

“I really don’t take myself too seriously,” 
Roth said, 

“This really isn’t a big deal. And a lot of 
people want to make it a big deal, ... I’m just 
encouraging people to be themselves, I think it 
was Oscar Wilde who said, ‘Be yourself, every- 
one else is taken,’ And this is who I am,”
